COLLAPSE OF THE CHINESE 
NATIONAL BANK. 
: . Peking, July 17. 
Ashort time ago an _officiat Chinese Na- 
‘tional was proj by Dr Yung 
‘Wing, the: capital of which was to be ten 
millions of taels. provided by tho Board of 
Revenue. ' Thia scheme hes fallen throngh, 
‘The Russo-Chinese -Bank- entered ‘ the 
broioh and through the Rusian Minister a 
plaa of a National Bank undor its auspices 
‘was presented to the Chines: governmont. 
"The matter was referred to the Board of 
Revenue. twas intended thot the Bank 
should collect taxes, coin money, isaus 
“notes, make ldans, and, in short, transact 
throughout the Empire all government 
busness. Tho scheme reminds us some 
what of the celebrated one of Mitkiowicz 
which Li Hung-chang 60 foolishly sanction. 
ed's few years ago. It wes, of course, 
doomed to tailitu, its octopuslike grasp em- 
bracing too much. Tho hand that would 
ip too much isin.danger of Josing all. 
Tis idea of starting a non-oflicial Bank met 
withbome encouragement and the idea is 
not abandoned; only in abeyance at present. 
Tho Doutach-Asistiseho Bank next essayed 
to secure. the coicession and a petition to 
thia- effect and ombracing very much tho 
terms of the Risso-Chinese Bank was pre 
sented to the Board of Revenue, but it too 
was rejected. .."The last attempt is that of 
an American Syndicate with the assistancs 
of the projector of tha ‘offidal Bank, and 
packed up it is-snid-by the former Chineso 
Minister to the United State: who is'one.of 
the Vice-Prosidents. of the Board of Re 
venuo, and itis reported thut it is likely to 
succeed. it would have ‘foreigners. in its 
employ who would be distributed oll over 
China,, Such 4 scheme looks favourable.

SHANGHAI STRUCK BY A 
TYPHOON, 
CONSIDERABLE DANAGE. 


Shanglai, July 24, 

The typhoon which visited Shanghai yes- 
tony ‘caused 8 considewble amount of 
damage in. the scttlements, The wind at 
times blew vith extreme’ violence, uceom- 
panied by thick rain, The barometer ro- 
coded a greater fall than hos over boen 
known in Shanghai, the ninanum being 
fooched st about 6.25 am., when the 
standard baromcter at Sicavei Observatory 
rogistered 28,80inches, At the same time 
the glass stood at under 28.85 inches in the 
sttioment. - The lowest reed previous to 
this was on the 2nd of September, 1891, 
when the barometer fell to 29.10-inches, 
Tho steamers which arrived yesterday all 
report haying experienced very bad weather 
with low barometer and thick rain. Thoso 
from the river ports appeir to have had 
tho worst weather, though ‘those from the 
sorth report a strong N.N.E, gale, with 
high sen., The Kicougstrcat, which arrived 
from’ Nin; “yesterday, seenoat “en: 
countered the full force of the “gale, and 
sustained gevers damage to her sponsons. 
She reports that the barometer fell to. 28,76 
inches at 5 am.. The. wind here blew first 
from N.N.EL, gndually incessing in viol- 
ente, until yesterday morning it had at- 
tained “almost hurricane force. About 
6.0 a.m. the barometer began ‘to rise and 
the wind abated somewhat, though it blew 
hard all day.

1.30 p.m, ‘of the same day (22nd July) as 
already lying S.E. of Shanghai and appron- 
ching us in moving N., und likely to pass 
between Shanghai and Nagasaki as it had’ 
been already roported. in the. morning at 
Waam. It is not necesary to prove this 
morning to the residents of Shanghai that 
this prognostication ‘has been fully verified. 
Thus 6 captain trusting in these forocasts 
was perfectly informed of the weather to 
bo expected at sea. 

In writing the above my intention was 
not.at all to throw any blame on tho Joint 
Telegraph Companies ; a3 the telegram was 
not addressed to the Sicawei Observatory, 
they were quite free to kindly communicate 
it to anyons they thought it would prove of 
some utility to; but my mind is to point 
out this deficit and to discharge myself of 
thé respomibility from a grave question 
where the safety of numorous vessels and 
the lives of navigators sre greatly im- 
perilled.

ANOTHER CHINESE LOAN, 

.The Peking correspondont of the N,-C. 

Daily News writes :—. ~ : 

The Government ix insuch a state of im- 
ecuniosity, that the Board of Revenue has 
een. casting about to suo whether they 

could negotiate another loan, say of some 
8 millions sterling, on the security of the 
remainder of the Customs revenue, and 
also some § millions storling on the internal 
revenues of the country on the security of 
the Board of Revenue. Tho matter was 
brought..before the Russo-Chinese Bank 
which waa willing to negotiate tho loans, 
taking then in the above order. ‘The mat-

Joan until six months after the issue of the 
Isst loan: Had that loan been e in 
one issuc, the Chinese would.-have been 
free to mako another lon in the autumn, 
but as the Syndicate by No, 2 clause of tho 
contract were at liberty to niske two issues 
of the 16-nillion sterling loan, the stcdnd 
issue, however, to be within six month, 
and as of the first by clause 10, the whole 
loan must bé placed in the market before 
‘the Chinese Government can negotiate 
other loang, it is evident that the Chinese 
Government are labouring under a severe 
niisapprchension if they suppose they can 
now contrucs another loan. The Govern- 
ment has therefore months to wait from 
the timo of signing the last loan: before it 
can go inw the market; The syndicate is 
not likely to’ place the second issue of the 
remainder of the loan, viz. six millions 
sterling, on the market in the dead season, 
The new American National Chinese Bank 
if established should bo able. to mect 
China’s’ pecuniary difficulties.

TO MEN AOR HONGHONG ! ©

It jaa popular Franch

of the West Itiver. And yebAhe little op 
petite flourishes vigorously in: spite of tho 
real or imaginary good things it finds _be- 
fore it. Claims are. urged to such an open. 
ing up of the Southern provinses by French 
hounds o2 would virtually make them 4 
French preserve, Every ‘place -of any 
respectable size ig to have its Fronch 
agenoy which is to- be a means of acquir- 
ins for .Frnch enterprise irado ¢ pri 
vileges, and monopolics of all sorta. That 
is not all. It is aleclared that grievous 
neglect has been shewn in the matter of 
uuhing French tergitorial interesta in South 
ina. especially aléng the Chinese Coast. 
It is boldly urged that Franye should 'not 
content itself meanwhile with anything less 
than the conmand of both shores of tho 
Straits separating tho Island of Hsinan 
from the mainland. The reusons for that 
bold and agyressive aspiration ara not coh 
cealed. Ono of these 1s that the Frengh 
may be tho better. enabled to close that 
particular entrance to the Gulf of Tongking 
when it shall becoma oxpedient to do so. 
The other reason is a solomn and mo- 
mentous one, intended to remind the world 
at largo of'the: precarious tenure on which, 
at Franee’s, pleasure, - Britain. holds any 
place at all in these Eastern longitudes. It 
is gravely declared that both shores of the 
Hainan Strait are essential to the welfaro 
of France in Tongking, because ‘it may bo 
possible the better to threaten Hongkong, 
the focus. of British trade and power in tho 
Far Hast, through that partionlar channol.’ 
This is prodigious; colosmle! For tho 
Tongking paper was writing with tears of 
sincerity: in its every sentence, and it,racana 
overy word of it all without» doubt. 
Fore-warned is forearmed.. Let Hongkong 
keep an -cye on tho Straits of Hainan if 
ever that Channel . fulfils the prophetic 
programme of the Hanci politician: by bo- 
coming a. French approach to the .waters of 
our Northem Colony, -Till that. happens 
Hongkong may bo permitted to breathe. 
But it is a generous thing to give fair 
notices of what is coming. Neither Sin- 
gapore nor Hongkong would have dreamt. 
of Indo-China constituting itself a vory 
serious peril to those British Settloments, 


.| But if the table is taken to let us know 


that we aro to expect ‘monaces’ in that 
dim future when the’ Straits of Hainan is 
to become a French channl, then pexhaps 
Wwe: ought-todo*6ur chivalrous friends ‘in 
Indo-Chine the « politeness of believing 
them.
